according to A ugustus C. 
Rothe. Inc iii violin instructor. 
Tie .secret, he says a fte r 15 y e ars’ 
research work, was in the ear of the 
genius who m ade the violin, not in 
the method of m anufacture he used. 
For centuries violin m akers have en­ 
deavored to duplicate the product of 
the 
old 
Italians, 
w ithout 
success. 
They have experim ented with differ­ 
ent kinds of wbods, different shapes 
of bodies, and some have 
asserted 
that the real secret lay in the varnish 
used. 
“ The reason they can not dupli­ 
cate a S tradivarius," said Mr. Rothe 
Saturday, ‘‘is sim ply because they do 
not have S tradivariu s’ w onderfully 
acute ear. 
The “secret" perished, 
so fa r as he was concerned, when 
he died at the age of 93. 
“ His tw o sons worked with him in 
his shop. 
It is reasonable to as­ 
sume th at ’f be h*d any 
“ secret" 
method he would have im parted it 
to them, and that he probably tried 
to do so. B ut he could not give them 
his w onderful ear, and their efforts 
to continue his work a fte r he died, 
even in the completion of some of 
the instru m ents he had begun, fail­ 
ed. 
Today violins made 
by these 
sons are in existence, but 
nobody 
ever hears of them ."
